^j^BOUT  ten  years  ago  I  relinquifhed,  in  a  great  meafure, 
the  general  practice  of  Phyfic,  to  which  I  had  been 
regularly  educated  in  the  juftly  celebrated  Univerfity  of 
Edinburgh ,  and  confined  my  ftudies  and  practice  to  the  dis¬ 
orders  of  thofe  moft  important  organs  the  Eye  and  Ear. — I 
foon  found  it  neceflary  to  ftep  out  of  the  old  and  narrow  track, 
and,  regardlefs  of  vague  and  conjectural  hypothefes,  ventured 
to  mount,  as  it  were,  on  the  fhoulders  of  modern  improve¬ 
ments,  and  to  look  round,  in  the  ample  field  of  Science,  for 
thofe  important  paths  which  lead  to  the  perfection  of  the  art ; 

upon  new  and  rational  principles  deducing  methods  of  cure, 

now 
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now  improved  and  confirmed  by  a  long  courfe  of  the  moft 
extenfive  and  moft  fuccefsful  practice.* 

Happy  in  having,  by  much  ftudy  and  obfervation,  contri¬ 
buted  fo  confiderably  to  the  improvement  of  the  practice  in 
the  diftempers  of  the  organs  of  thofe  two  moft  precious  fenfes, 
—I  began  to  confider,  with  companion  and  aftonifhment,  that, 
notwithstanding  the  boafted  advances  which,  in  every  branch 
of  natural  fcience,  had  been  made  fince  the  commencement 
of  the  prefent  century,-— the  cure  of  difeafes  in  general,  thofe 
efpecially  of  the  moft  dangerous  kind,  had  received  fo  few 
real  improvements.  Fafhions,  indeed,  have  changed,  but 
the  Healing  Art  hath  gained  little  by  the  alteration.  Ana¬ 
tomy,  it  is  true,  hath  amazingly  improved  our  knowledge  of 
the  ftrudiure  of  the  human  body ;  Pathology  and  Nofology 
have  been  cultivated  with  no  fmall  degree  of  fuccefs,  have 
thrown  confiderable  light  on  the  true  nature  of  difeafes,  and 
have  vied  with  natural  hiftory  in  juft  and  methodical  arrange¬ 
ment  ;

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ment  ;  Chemiftry  hath  furnifhed  us  with  numberlefs  new 
and  powerful  medicines ;  and  Pharmacy  hath  been  reduced  to 
the  utmoft  elegance, — and  improved  to  the  most  lucrative 
degree.  Yet,  ftill,  fome  of  the  moft  frequent  and  moft  dan¬ 
gerous  diforders  continue  to  elude  every  effort  of  the  moft 
confummate  medical  fkill. — Confumptions  were  generally 
found  to  be  incurable, — Afthmas  have  baffled  the  moft  exne- 

y  i 

rienced  practitioners, — Nervous  diforders  are  feldom  perfectly 
fubdued, — and  the  Gout  ftill  deferves  the  humiliating  appel¬ 
lation  of  the  Opprobrium  Medicorum — the  reproach  of  Phyfi- 
cians,  and  the  difgrace  of  the  Healing  Art.  All  this,  on  a 

iuperficial  view,  appears  unaccountable  ;  but  on  a  nearer 
inflection,  the  whole  myftery  will  vanifti.  The  medical 

profeffion,  like  every  other,  hath  always  confifted,  and  always 
will  confift,  of  men  of  various  degrees  of  ability ;  who  may 
be  confidered,  without  much  violation  of  truth,  as  conftituting 

two  very  different  and  oppoiite  claffes, — the  men  of  genius, 
and  the  men  of  no  genius.  Ol  the  latter,  as  poilefiing  nothing, 
nothing  could  be  expected; — without  genius  or  abilities,  they 

are  indebted  to  the  other  clafs  for  thefhare  of  medical  parade

which  they  poffefs, — happy,  if  they  are  but  capable  of  ie- 


ceivmg 
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ceiving  and  retaining  the  little  that  is  taught  in  fame  faihion- 
able  fyflem  of  Phyfiology  or  ridiculoufly  abfurd  practice  of 
Phyfic,™*they  deal  it  out  ummproved,™without  addition, 
and  fortunately  for  their  patients,  if  without  fatal  blunders, 
in  the  common  routine  of  practice  : — but  from  the  former, 
more  might  be  reafonably  hoped  for.  From  men  of  real 
genius,  improved  with  every  fpecies  of  ufeful  and  elegant 
learning,  men  who  have  been  deemed  at  once  the  lights  and 
ornament  of  their  profeffion,  we  might  naturally  have  expected 
a  rich  harveft  of  new  difcoveries  and  improvements  in  the 
Cure  of  difeafes;  but  fuch  expectations  have,  in  almoft 
every  inftance,  and  in  every  age  and  country,  been  grievoufly 
difappointed. — The  harveft  hath  indeed  been  rich, — but  the 
fick  and  difeafed  have  received  but  fmall  proportional  benefit : 
- — it  hath  been  rich,  very  rich,  in  theory  ;  but  poor,  very  poor, 
in  the  practical  application  of  it.  Indeed  the  tinfel  glitter 
of  fine-fpun  theory,  or  favourite  hypothefes — fo  dazzles, 
flatters,  and  charms  human  vanity  and  folly,-— that  fo  far 
from  contributing  to  a  certain  and  fpeedy  cure  of  difeafes,  it 
hath,  in  every  age,  proved  the  bane  and  difgrace  of  the  Heal-

»  ing  Art. 
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Such,  alas  !  is  the  infatuation  of  genius, — fuch  are  the  al¬ 
lurements  of  a  lively,  fublime,  and  creative  imagination,— 
that  while  bufy  in  Searching  into  the  great  myfteries  of  nature, 
and  of  nature’s  laws,— ‘they  have  attended  too  little  to  the  prac¬ 
tical  application  of  their  important  difcoveries — to  the  ufes  of 
life,  and  the  cure  of  difeafes.  In  (hort,  they  have  feemed  to 
enrich,  while  they  only  made  intricate,  the  fcience  of  medi¬ 
cine,  adding  no  great  deal  to  the  art:- — -like  architects  of  more 
genius  than  judgment,  they  have  attended  fo  much  to  the 
beauty  and  elegance  of  the  building,  as  utterly  to  negleCt  the 
more  important  matters  of  convenience  and  real  ufe.  For 
thefe  reafons,  the  art  of  healing,  fince  the  creation  of  the 
world  to  the  prefent  hour,  hath  made  but  flow  and  very  in- 
confiderable  advances  towards  perfection.  PraCtitioners  of  the 
former  fort  are  incapable  of  improving  it ;  and  the  latter  have 
either  too  much  negleCted  it,  or  have  wanted  fpirit  fufficient 
to  attempt  it.  No  wonder,  therefore,  that  the  difeafes  above- 
mentioned  continued  to~  baffle  the  endeavours  of  the  moft 
fkilful ;  and  that,  though  much  hath  been  written  about  the 
nature  and  caufes  of  Confumption4s,  Aflhmas,  the  Gout,  Ner¬ 
vous,  and  indeed  every  other  diforder,— they  are  yet,  in  the

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common,  or  as  it  is  called  the  regular  practice,  always  found  te~ 
dious  and  obftinate,  and  for  the  mod  part  incurable.  Shocked

diforders  of  the  nerves,  are  inelegant,  inefficacious,— and,  by 
deftroying  the  appetite  and  injuring  the  digeftive  faculties, 
often  prove  fatally  pernicious : — and  that,  notwithftanding 
the  great  improvements  lately  made  in  almoft  every  branch 
of  Surgery,  Cancers  are  univerfally  allowed  to  be  incurable, 
except  in  the  firft  fiage,  by  the  knife;  and  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  fores  and  ulcers,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  fcrophnlous 
kind,  or  of  any  long  (landing,  is  always  tedious,  and  gene¬ 
rally,  at  beft,  unfuccefsful.  Thefe  reflections  led  me  to  con¬ 
fide  r,  whether  it  were  not  poffible,  either  by  a  happy  appli- 

C  2  cation 
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cation  of  what  was  already  known,  but  by  fo  me  ft  range  over¬ 
fight  or  fupinenefs,  not  yet  applied  to  the  important  medical 
purpofes  which  they  were  capable  of  anfwering, — or  by  new 
inveftigations  and  difeoveries,  to  invent  fome  eafy,  elegant, 
and  efficacious  remedies  for  the  radical  cure  of  thefe,  and  of 
mod  other  diforders  to  which  the  human  body  is  liable;' — 
and  lhave  been  fo  happy,  in  the  courfe  of  my  inquiries,  as  to 
difeover  certain  regimens  of  diet,  &c.  fimple  medicines,  and 
fubtil  chemical  effences, — aerial,  setherial,  magnetic,  and 
eledlric  vapours,  baths,  and  influences,  of  fo  adlive  and  pene¬ 
trating  a  nature,  that  when  properly  combined,  and  given  at 
certain  times  and  in  proper  quantities,  are  poflefied  of  fuch  ex¬ 
traordinary  nourifhing,  cordial,  invigorating,  antifeptic,  ano¬ 
dyne,  and  antifpafmodic  powers, — as  fcarcely  ever  to  fail  of 
affording  great  and  inftantancous  relief,— immediately  flop¬ 
ping  the  progrefs,  and  generally  curing  in  the  very  worft 
ftages  of  the  moft  dangerous  and  moil  obflinate  difeafes :  in 
one  word,  the  difeoveries  and  improvements  I  have  had  the 
honour  and  the  happinefs  of  making,  are,  without  exception, 
the  moft  curiou',  and  the  moil:  important  that  ever  enriched 
the  fcience  of  medicine,— or  dignified  the  Healing  Art. 

3  Q  Q 
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Of  the  whimfical,  abfurd,  and  fuperftitious  pradice  of 
Phyftcians  and  Surgeons  among  the  Ancients,  it  were  lofing 
time  to  difcourfe ;  but  of  the  prefent  trifling  and  irrational 
ftate  of  practice  I  cannot  exhibit  a  more  ludicrous,  or  rather  a 
more  lamentable  pidure,  than  by  ihewing  how  matters  are 
conducted  in  ufing  the  powerful  and  very  falubrious  waters  of 
this  famous  City, 

Great  is  the  number  of  people,  who  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  refort  to  Bath  for  the  recovery  of  health  ;  and  much 
greater  are  the  numbers  that  croud  hither  from  various  other 
motives.  It  is  a  melancholy  affertion,  but  I  believe  a  true 
one,  that  as  many  perfons  who  come  here  well,  go  away  in  a 
bad  ftate  of  health,  as  there  are  of  difeafed  who  receive  a  cure. 
The  former  is  owing,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  ccnftant  racket 
of  amafements  and  difiipation to  the  crowds  that  are 
crammed  up  for  many  hours  every  night,  in  over-heated 

rooms  both  public  and  private*; --and  above  all,  to  frequent 

and  fatiguing  dancing  in  that  poifoned  air.  Need  I  men¬ 
tion, 

*  I  have  often  in  this  city,  feen  fix  or  eight  hundred  people  in  one  room,  and  at  Mr. 
Dawson’s  laft  Ball,  there  were  actually  above  one  thoufand  ;  with  fix  large  fires,  and 
five  fuperb  chandeliers  blazing  with  two  hundred  candles;  with  one  final!  door  open,  and 
before  that  door  a  large-  fereen  ! 
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tion,  moreover,  the  fatal  and  ridiculous  tight  lacing  of  the 
women  of  the  Ton ;  and  the  enervating  indulgencies  of  bur 
men  of  faihion  ! 

That  fo  many  leave  Bath  in  the  fame,  or  in  a  worfe  ftate 
than  that  they  were  in  on  their  arrival,  is  to  be  afcribed,  not 
to  want  of  efficacy  in  the  waters,  but  to  the  obflinacy  and  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  Medical  Herd* - 

A  si clc  man  comes  to  Bath  for  the  recovery  of  health  :  by 
the  journey,  by  change  of  air,  and  of  the  fcenes  of  life,  to¬ 
gether  with  his  own  prudence,  he  is  reftored. 

Another  comes  ^  his  difeafe  is  worfe,  or  he  is  not  fo  for¬ 
tunate  :  he  languifhes  oh,  or  grows  worfe,  through  the  igno¬ 
rance  or  knavery  of  thofe  about  him  ;  or,  in  confequence  of 
uilng  the  \Vaters  which  are  in  his  cafe  highly  improper.  But, 
what’s  to  be  done  !  he  is  at  Bath - — he  finds  no  relief  from  his 
Phyficians  preferiptions — he  has  confulted  three  of  them — all 
eminent  in  their  way ; — his  Apothecary,  too,  is  an  exceeding 

good  fort  of  a  good-natured  man — and  as  he  is  at  Bath,  why

it  was  natural  for  him  to  try  the  waters. - - 

Well,

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Well,  a  third  miferable  objedt  arrives; — ? — a  debauched 

Nobleman  ! - no,  a  well-fed-rich  Citizen  : - he  is  befet 

the  moment  he  arrives,  with  a  dozen  fiddles,  bafe- viols  and 
great  Bells  * — the  Dodtor  is  fent  for  ; — “  the  Dodtor  is  very 
“  buiy;  he  is  engaged  at  prefent  (at  Cards J  but  will  wait  on 
“  you  as  foon  as  poflible.”  He  arrives.  I  am  very  bad,  Dodtor, 
very  ill  indeed  !  extreme  weaknefs, — and  excruciating  pain  ! 

— but  here  is  a  letter  from  my  good  friend  Dr.  — - ,  of 

* 

London, — it  will  inform  you  better  than  I  can  tell  you — of 

* 

my — my  deplorable,  my  wretched  fituation.”- — — 

» 

Now  this  happens  to  be  really  a  cafe  in  which  bathing  and 
drinking  thefe  Divine  Waters,  properly,  without  any  medi¬ 
cal  help,  would  immediately  give  the  happieft  relief ;  and, 
by  perfevering,  would  perfedtly  cure  :  He  ought  immediately 
to  lave  and  refrefh  his  painful  and  weary  limbs  in  the  charm¬ 
ing — the  luxurious  tide  l — -and  while  the  greedy  pores  drank 
in  for  hours  the  milky  ballam — he  fhould  quaff  in  full  cups 
(fo  long  as  nature  called  for  it,  apd  delighted  in  it,)  the 
balmy  fluid.  But,  alas!  the  miferable  man  muff  firft  be pre-  - 
pared  : — he  muff:  not  touch,  nor  even  think  of  the  water,  till 

he 

*  Alluding  to  an  impertinent  and  ridiculous  cuftom  at  Bath, 
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he  has  taken  five  dozen  faline  draughts,  twenty- feven  ner¬ 
vous  alexipharmic  boluffes,  feventeen  anodyne  draughts — 
three  dozen  febrifuge  powders ;  thirteen  bottles  of  pedtoral 
aperient  apozem — and  three  dofes  of  cooling  phyfic — to  un¬ 
load  and  undo,  what  the  faline  draughts — -the  nervous  alexi¬ 
pharmic  boluffes — the  pedtoral  apozem — the  febrifuge  pow- 
ders — the  anodyne  draughts,  and  the  hot  room  with  double 
doors,  fand  bags,  and  triple  lifting,  had  done.  He  may  now 
venture  to  drink  the  water ;  and,  by  and  by,  to  bathe-- 
well ;  he  feels  refrefhed  with  the  pure  cool  air  : — he  drinks  a 
glafs  of  the  water  at  the  Crofs-Bath. —  It  is  the  molt  grate¬ 
ful,  and  mod  comfortable  liquor  he  ever  tafted. — Nature  is 
delighted  with  its  fimple,  friendly,  and  very  genial  influen¬ 
ces.— She  calls  aloud  for  more:  But  not  one  drop  more  for 
the  whole  world.  The  Dodtor  has  ordered  a  gill  glafs  twice

a  day  :  in  a  few  weeks  he  may  indulge  him,  and  at  the  King's 
Bath,  with  even  double  that  quantity.

*  The  notion  of  firfl  the  Crofs-Bath  water,  then  that  of  the  Hot-Bath  Pump-Room, 
and  after  a  while,  the  water  in  the  great  Pump-Room,  gives  the  Doctors  an  air  of 
Lienee  and  cautious  dillinftion  ;  but  it  is  in  fatt  a  mere  hum  ; — a  diflindtion  without 
a*iy  material  difference.

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Well,  well,  to  be  fure  it  does  not  fignify  applying  to  a 
Dodtor  unlefs  we  follow  his  directions. 

Next  morning  the  patient  is  carried  into  the  Bath' — Nature 
chuckles  and  exults  in  its  foothing  and  moil  comfortable  influ- 

f 

ences — “  Mr.Norris,”  fhouts  the  chairman,  <c  Mailer’s  time’s 
tc  up” — Sir,  fays  the  guide,  you  muft  rife,  (from  the  phrafe  and 
appearance  of  the  poorobjedts,  I  could  never  help  thinking  on 
the  refurredtion  of  the  dead,  and  of  the  punifhments  in  the 
world  to  come,  due  to  the  mifcreants  who  thus  raife  them  be¬ 
fore  their  time.) — cc  Yes,  Sir,  you  muft  rife;  your  time  is  up; 
“  you  have  been  in  ten  minutes  : — the  Dodtor  orders  you  not 
iC  to  flay  in  no  longer.” — Pray,  flop  a  few  minutes; — it’s fo 

comfortable — — I  feel fo  eafy — <c  Come,  come,  Sir,  you  muft 
<<  rife” — {that  is,  get  out  of  the  Bath) — cc  it’s  two  minutes 
“  more  than  your  time  — Well,  to  be  fure  the  Dodtor  knows 
belt:  what’s  proper.  (His  own  feelings,  and  the  loud,  the  im¬ 
portunate  calls  of  nature,  are  nothing)- — — The  unfortunate 
patient  goes  on  in  this  manner  for  fome  weeks,  bathing  twice 
a  week  ;  or,  if  the  Dodtor  is  very  bold,  or  the  patient  refolute, 
thrice  a  week,  and  for  even  twenty  minutes  each  time; - 

he  is  no  better.  How  is  it  poflible  ?  The  good-effedts  of  the 

D  little 
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little  water  he  drinks,  are  counteracted  by  the  medicines  he 
fwailows  at  home,  or  the  drops  he  mixes  with  it  at  the  bar  of 
the  Pump-Room;  then  crammed  into  a  box,  thefhape  nearly, 

and  iize  of  the  cafe  of  a  thorough  bafs-viol - he  is  fmothered 

' 

in  that,  and  in  the  hot  blankets,  till  he  is  put  into  a  hot  bed, 
where  he  is  to  fweat  out  every  drop  of  the  genial  moiflure  his 
pores  had  fucked  in. — — -Pie  rifes  in  a  few  hours,  almoft  dead 
with  fuffocation  and  fever  ^ — —nor  rnuft  he  ftir  out  that  day, 
for  he  is  told,  that  the  cool  air  Would  kill  him. 

Now  this  fame  poor  man  ought  perhaps  to  have  begun  to 
drink  the  waters,  and  to  have  bathed,  the  moment  he  arrived 
in  town. - —Medicines,  were  unneceffary ;  or  perhaps  hurt¬ 

ful  : — he  ought  to  have  drank  daily  one,  or  two,  or  three 

quarts  of  the  water, — warm,  fweet,  and  unadulterated  from 

the  kind  breaft  of  nature- - and  in  the  bath  daily- — -in  her 

foft  lap  he  ought  to  have  been  folaced  and  cherifhcd  for  feveral 
hours.  Mean-while,  the  cool  air,  moderate  exercife,  and  a 
prudent  attention  to  diet,  &c.  would  have  reftored  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  fufferer  to  health  and  to  its  concomitant  blefiings ! — 
Inflead  of  that,  he  falls  a  viCtim  to  difeafe,  ignorance,  and  ob- 

ftinacy — - — 
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ftinacy* - to  mention  nothing  worfe - or,  languishing  a 

few  months,  he  returns  home,  or  goes - from  whence  he 

Shall  never — never  return  ! 

Many  cures  have  I  completed,  which  the  regular  Medical 
Tribe  had  in  vain  attempted  to  perform.  Sometimes  with  my 
peculiar  methods,  and  medicines  alone ; — at  other  times, 

*  4  * 

without  any  other  afiiflance,  than  the  powerful  and  very  falu- 
brious  waters  of  this  place.- - But  in  thofe  cafes,  the  pa¬ 

tients  drank  daily,  perhaps,  two  quarts  of  the  water;  and 
bathed  in  it  for  two,  three,  four,  or  five  hours  at  one  time. — 
Indeed,  in  the  cure  of  fome  difeafes,  my  patients  have  lived 
the  half  of  their  time  in  a  milky  tepid  bath  of  common  pure 
water* 

A  Patient,  a  cripple,  totally  helplefs,  whom  I  cured  fo  as 
to  walk  about  the  city  in  a  month,  without  crutches,  after  he 
had  been  turned  out  of  the  B  ATH-H  O  SPIT  AL  as  al¬ 
together  incurable,  nay,  in  a  worfe  State  of  health  than  when 
he  went  in  (in  confequence  of  being  confined  there  eight  long 
painful  months.)  This  man,  on  being  told  by  a  guide,  that 

D  2  Staying 
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flaying  in  the  bath  for  three  or  four  hours  would  certainly  kill 
him  ;  that  it  was  totally  unprecedented,  except  by  Doctor 
Graham's  patients  ; — was  anfwered,  why  does  it  not  kill  you, 
who  flay  in  the  bath  four  or  five  hours,  every  day,  for  many 

years  ? - The  Guide  anfwered  not  a  word.  I  was  told  one 

-  *  •*  .  4  _  y  • 

day,  while  in  the  bath  myfelf,  by  a  woman  guide,  that  fhehad 
had  many  children  lince  fhe  became  a  guide,  and  that  £he 
continued  her  bufinefs  in  the  Baths,  as  ufual,  through  the 
whole  courfe,  and  to  the  laft  hour  of  her  pregnancy. 

I  cannot  help,  in  this  place,  regretting,  that  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  of  Bath,  fo  attentive  on  moft  occafions  to  every  thing 
that  can  embellifh  the  town,  or  adminifter  to  the  accommo- 
dation  and  pleafure  of  the  company  that  refort  to  it ;  fhould 
have  been  fo  long  inattentive,  or  unacquainted,  with  what 
would  contribute  not  a  little  to  the  health,  eafe,  and  comfort 
of  thofe  who  bathe.  For  a  Angle  Guinea  or  two,  the  baths 
might  be  made  infinitely  more  agreeable  and  ufeful.  There 
are  feats,  ’tis  true,  for  people  to  fit  on,  and  rings  for  them  to 
hold  by ; — but  there  ought  to  be  feats  and  rings  of  different 

heights  and  fizes : - or  fuch  things  to  hold  by  as  are  found 

in 
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in  the  infides  of  coaches  or  chaifes. - Thefe  holds  and 

feats  of  different  heights,  are  more  efpecially  wanting  about 
that  temple-like  building  in  the  centre  of  the  King’s  bath, 
ufually  called  the  Kitchen  and  Parlour, 

But,  above  all  things,  there  ought  to  be  wooden  poles,  the 
length  and  thicknefs  of  the  handle  of  a  mop  or  befom,  about 
fix  feet  high,  which  would  not  only  be  a  proper  fupport  for 
invalids ;  but  likewife  adminifler  the  moft  refrefhing  cordial, 
that  would  enable  them  to  flay  in  the  bath  much  longer,  and 
with  more  comfort  than  they  could'  other  wife :  I  mean,  by 

affording  a  fupport  for  the  hands  out  of  the  watek  : - * 

for,  it  is  aftonifhing  and  incredible  to  thofe,  who  have  not 
experienced  it,  what  a  comfort  and  refreshment  it  is  to  a  per-* 
fon  in  the  bath  to  hold  their  hands  up*  in  the  open  air: — ~ 
infomuch,  that  were  it  not  for  this  circumftance  alone,  1  am 
certain  the  Guides  could  not  follow  that  bufinefs  long, — they 
would  foon  die,  or  live  in  a  fickly  debilitated  ftate.  For  this 
reafon,  every  body  may  obferve,  that  the  Guides,  taught — nay 
compelled  by  nature,  have  all  of  them,  their  hands  almoft 
constantly  out  of  the  water. — - — Befides,  with  fuch  an  aflifl> 

ance, 
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ance,  the  invalids  would  have  lefs  occafion  for  the  attendance 
of  the  Guides ;  who,  to  thofe  who  are  peevilh  through  dif- 
eafe,  or  who  hay  long  in  the  bath,  are  unkind,  and  too  often, 
cruelly  and  impertinently  rude. — — 

0 

I  will  now  proceed  to  exhibit  a  few  more  fpecirnens  of 
the  prefent  ehablihied  and  improved  hate  of  medical  practice.- 
Some  time  fmce,  I  enquired  (of  a  near  relation  of  my  own,  a 
Phyfician,  of  learning  and  eminence)  what  was  the  neweh 
and  moh  approved  book  on  the  Practice?— — -he  told  me 

“  Elements  of  the  Practice  of  Phyfic” - -I  have  fent  for  the 

Book,  and  I  find  it  is  written  by  a  Gentleman,  who  is  Fellow 

of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians — Phyfician  to  a  very  great 

\T 

Hofpital,  and  Profeflor  of  the  Practice  of  Phyfic  in  London. 
The  Book  is  of  the  third  Edition  ; — rand,  moreover,  corrected* 
I  hiall  not  trouble  my  reader  with  the  whole  method  and 
means  of  cure  recommended.  I  take  the  liberty  to  tranfcribe 
only  the  principal  medicines.

In  the  Inflammatory  Fever,  the  Author  very  judl- 

cioufly  orders  bleeding,  and  the  belly  to  be  kept  open — but 

the 
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the  principal,  or  almoft,  the  only  medicine  he  prefcribes  is 
Alexiterial  Water,  one  ounce  and  a  half,  Salt  Fetrc,  from  one 
to  two  fcruples,  a  fcruple  of  an  Alkaline  Salt  faturated  with 
lemon  juice,  or  inflead  of  the  two  laft,  half  an  ounce  of 
Mindererus’s  fpirit — and  to  the  whole  is  to  be  added  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  an  ounce  of  the  fyrup  of  lemons. - This  draught  is 

directed  to  be  repeated  every  four,  or  fix  hours. - —Now  this 

formal,  though  by  no  means  formidable  prefcription,  is,  per¬ 
haps,  for  a  man  of  thirty-five  years  of  age,  fix  feet  high, 

,  r  * 

weighing  two  or  three  hundred  pounds  weight,  with  rigid 
fibres  and  denfe  blood;  eating  daily,  for  feveral  years,  perhaps 
two  or  three  pounds  of  animal  food,  drinking  as  much  malt 
liquor- — and  as  much  poifonous  wine.— — 'What,  in  the  name 
of  wonder  f  could  the  above  do  for  him,  were  his  blood  and 
.body  cool  and  temperate  ? — —What— what  in  the  name  of 
common  fenfe  !  can  it  do  for  him  in  a  burning  inflammatory 
fever  ! — what,  could  fuch  a  draught,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  do  for  a 
delicate  female  child  ?  one  ounce  and  a  half,  not  of  common 
water,  but  of  a  water  rather  heating,  a  fcruple  or  two  of  a  very 
innocent  fait —  a  fcruple  of  alkaline  fait  faturated,  that  is,  made 

neutral,  neither  one  thing  nor  another,  with  about  a  fpoonful 

of 
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of  lemon  juice  (if  fpirit  of  MindereruS  is  chofen,  it  is  of  the' 
fame  quality,  and  in  that  quantity,  a  chip  in  the  porridge)  and, 
laftly,  to  the  whole  is  to  be  added  a  teafpoonful  of  fugar,  and, 
a  teafpoonful  of  lemon  juice.  Now,  rather  than  the  above 
learned,  fcientific,  regular,  approved  compolition,  I  would  re¬ 
commend,  inftead  of  the  ounce  and  a  half  of  nonfenfical  or 
hurtful  water,  inftead  of  the  fcruple  or  two  of  falt-petre,  the 
neutral  trifle,  the  teafpoonful  of  lemon  juice,  and  the  tea¬ 
fpoonful  of  fugar. — — I  would,  I  fay,  rather  order  the  follow¬ 
ing  to  be  placed  in  the  patient’s  room,  letting  Nature  play  the 
Apothecary,  or  rather  the  nurfe,  mixing  in  fuch  a  manner,  in 
fuch  proportions,  and  adminiftering  in  fuch  quantities,  as  fhe 
calls  for,  and  finds  ferviceable ;  viz.  pure  cold  water,  chicken 
water — or  barley  water,  of  each  three  gallons — honey,  and 

currant  jelly,  of  each  half  a  dozen  pounds — lemons,  oranges, 
and  ripe  apples,  of  each  a  large  bafket— of  fine  fugar,  a  large 
loaf— an  inftrument  for  exhibiting,  if  neceflary,  half  a  fcore 
clyfters  of  milk  warm  water,  or  of  weak  chicken  broth ;  a 
bafket,  too,  of  bifcuit,  a  loaf  of  good  bread,  and,  laftly,  in  the 
clofet,  a  bottle  of  genuine  rum,  and  another  of  generous  wine, 
the  key  of  which,  to  be  kept  by  atipling  nurfe,  a  careful  mo¬ 
ther. 
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ther,  or  a  maiden  aunt.  In  the  room  too,  there  ought  to  be 
a  good  fire,  but  the  doors  and  windows  almofi  always  open. 

In  the  above,  I  infill  upon  it,  there  is  a  complete  Apothe- 
caiies  fiiop,  and  a  luflicient  kitchen,  and  thofe  too,  of  the 
moft  effectual  and  moft  friendly  kind  for  the  purpofes  of 
curing  an  Inflammatory  Fever;  and,  if  you  add  a  good  lancet, 
a  large  tepid  Bath,  and  a  halfpenny- worth  of  opium,  for  the 
cure  of  perhaps  every  inflammatory  diforder. 

In  the  fame  Book,  the  firfl:  medicine  that  appears  for  the 
cure  of  the  Plague,  is  a  vomit,  compofed  of,  from  fix  to 
twelve  grains  of  the  common  Ipecacuanha  powder,  and  from 

one  to  three  grains  of  Emetic  Tartar. - The  patient  infected 

with  the  Plague  is  to  wait,  it  feems,  till  nine  o’clock  at  night 
before  he  takes  it. — —After  the  operation  of  this  regular  pre- 
fcription,  the  Doctor  directs  the  Patient  with  the  Plague  to 
be  laid  in  cotton  or  flannel,  it  is  not  mentioned  where  he  is  be 

V  « 

laid,  nor  to  what  parts  the  cotton  or  flannel  is  to  be  applied  ; 
his  head ,  however,  is  ordered  to  be  bound  round ;  and  when 
warm,  the  following  draught  is  to  be  given  to  the  man  actually 

E  infected 
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infedted  with  the  Plague,  viz.  of  common  mint  water,  or  weak 
cinnamon  water,  or  fimple  alexiterial  water,  one  ounce  and  a 
half ;  of  laudanum  from  ten  to  twenty-five  drops ;  or,  in  its 
room,  from  one  dram  and  a  half  of  the  fyrup  of  poppies,  to  fix 
drams;  fpirituous  mint,  nutmeg,  or  cinnamon  water,  twotea- 
fpoonfuls  of  any  one  of  them,  and  two  teafpoonfuls  of  the 
fyrup  of  mulberries  : — What  a  charming  powerful  draught ! 
and  perfectly  regular  ! — it  fills  exadtly  a  two-ounce  vial.  “  If 
“  a  fweat  can  be  raifed  by  thefe  means/— viz.  by  the  vomit— 
the  Patient  being  laid  (dry  I  prefume)  in  cotton  or  flannel, 
with  his  head  bound  roundy  and  by  the  elegant  anodyne  febri¬ 
fuge  alexipharmic  draught,  the  fweat  by  the  Dodtor’s  exprefs 

orders,  is  to  be  kept  up  by  relaxing  medicines. ” - by  the

bye,  the  Plague  is  a  difeafe  in  which  the  whole  fyftem  is  re¬ 
laxed,  broken  down,  and  diflolved  into  an  highly  putrid,  wa¬ 
tery,  acrid,  nay  corrofive  gore.  “  Take  of  tartar  emetic,”  fays 
he,  “  from  the fourth  part  of  a  grain ,  to  one  grain,  white  fu- 
gar  ten  grains ,  to  be  mixed  and  taken  every  four  or  fix  hours, 
with  a  draught  ftill  more  fimple  than  that  above  mentioned.” 
The  man,  lick  of  the  PLAGUE,  is  to  drink  copioufly  of  any 
warm  watery  fluid.  IF,  by  this  means,  the  fever  Ihould  be 

carried 
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carried  off,  the  following  medicine  may  be  made  ule  of  to 

prevent  a  relapfe - viz.  from  half  a  dram  to  one  dram  of 

_  / 

the  Peruvian  bark,  to  be  taken  every  four,  or  fix  hours. 

Now  the  above  method  for  the  cure  of  the  PLAGUE  is 
too  ftriking  to  need  any  comment.  The  circumftance  that 
diverts  me  moil,  is,  for  a  Patient  in  a  difeafe  that  ravages  and 
darts  death  through  every  part  of  the  whole  fyftem,  as  fail,  al- 
moft,  as  rays  of  light  are  darted  from  the  fun,  to  wait  till  the 
clock  ftrikes  nine  at  night  before  he  takes  the  harmlefs, 

the  gentle  vomit. - In  the  next  place,  I  am  delighted  with 

the  notion  of  laying  the  Patient  in  cotton  or  flannel,  and  with 
the  idea  of  binding  up  his  brains ;  I  am  pleafed  too,  with  the 
two  teafpoonfuls  of  mint,  or  nutmeg,  or  cinnamon  water, 
with  the  teafpoonful  of  white  fugar,  and  above  all,  I  am 
charmed  with  the  notion  of  the  juice  of  half  a  mulberry!™ 

But,  I  beg  pardon  :  it  is  ftridtly  regular  and  methodical.  . * 

We  have  a  thoufand  precedents  for  our  practice  from  Hippo¬ 
crates’s  time,  or  even  from  Adam’s  to  this  hour ;  and  what  is 
ftill  more,  we  have  the  authority  of  all  the  Royal  Colleges  of 

Phyficians  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  Befides,  if  we  did  not 

E  2  prefcribe 
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prefcribe  in  this  way,  we  (hould  difoblige  the  Apothecaries— 

they  would  not  call  us  in- - their  window  bottles  would  be 

full,  their  boxes  and  pockets  empty. — It  would  never  do  !— 
But  I  beg  pardon  once  more  : — The  true  and  fettled  theory  of 

the  difeafe ; - the  eftablifhed  and  mod  rational  “  Methodus 

“  Medendi” - the  Phyfiology - the  Pathology---  the 

Nofology— the  backfide-ology — the  Fiddleftick-ology— all— 
all  juftify  and  require  this  mode  of  treatment, 

i 

Well,  if  fweat  can  be  raifed,  it  is  to  be  kept  up  with  relax¬ 
ing  medicines  and  this  blackefi  and  worfe  than  hydra-headed 
monfter  of  a  difeafe  being  allowed  to  ravage  by  this  time  for 

many  hours,  or  perhaps  days,  we  are  to  combat  him  with- - - 

■ 

what ! — why  with  a  quarter  of  a  grain  of  tartar  emetic,  and 
ten  grains  of  white  fugar — and  every  Jix  hours  he  is  to  receive 
a  Aroke  from  this  Herculean  club  - . -  this  mighty — this  al¬ 

mighty  weapon  ! — But,  I  forgot,  in  its  proper  place  to  men¬ 
tion,  that  if  the  relaxing  medicines  do  not  adt  properly,  the 
man  fick  of  the  Plague,  (and  I  fhould  imagine,  by  this  time, 
too,  of  the  Doctor — )  muft  drink  copioufly  of  any  warm  wa¬ 
tery  fluid.  If,  our  Author  very  modeftly  fubjoins,  the  fever 

(hould 
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fhould  be  carried  off  by  this  means,  half  a  dram,  or  even  a 
whole  one,  of  the  powder  of  the  Peruvian  bark  is  to  be  taken 
every  four  or  fix  hours  to  prevent  arelapfe. 

I  will  not  trefpafs  on  my  Reader’s  time  by  exhibiting  the 
various  modes  of  treating  other  difeafes.  Thofe  recommended 

and  pradtifed  by  every  regular  Phylician,  and  by  every  irregu¬ 
lar  pradtitioner  in  the  world ;  in  every  period  of  time,  are,  fo 

♦ 

far  as  I  know,  with  very  few,  alas !  too  few  exceptions,*— — - 
•equally  abfurd,  inadequate,  ineffectual,  and  ridiculous.  But, 

as  it  may  be  thought  unfair  and  illiberal  to  find  fault  with  the 
regular  and  edablifhed  method  of  treating  a  difeafe  without 

propofing  what  I  think  a  better;  notwith (landing  my  charac- 

* 

ter,  among  the  regular  practitioners,  of  being  a  Quack,  and 
a  profeffed  nodrum-monger,  might  excufe  me  from  this,  yet 
I  will  for  once  fketch  out  and  communicate,  for  the  good  of 
mankind,  a  method  that  will  cure  the  Plague,  in  the  higheft, 
mod  raging,  and  mod  virulent  date  of  malignity,  in  the  hot¬ 
ted,  clofed  weather,  and  in  the  midd  of  Condantinople,  or 
of  any  other  large  city. 


Were 
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Were  I  fent  for  to  affift  a  man  juft  feized  with  the 
PLAGUE,  Jail,  or  any  other  highly  putrid  fever,  and  the 
Patient  of  a  very  full  habit,  and  opprefled  with  the  inflamma¬ 
tory  fymptoms  that  are  frequently  met  with  in  the  beginning 
of  this  terrible  difeafe,  I  would  fuddenly  take  away  a  confider- 
able  quantity  of  blood,  and  (letting  the  fteam  of  Ample  boil¬ 
ing  water  afcend  plentifully  fo  as  to  fill  the  room*,  which 
ftrange  as  it  may  appear,  is  the  fafeft,  beft,  and  fpeedieft  cor¬ 
rector  and  deftroyer  of  bad  air;  but  at  this  and  at  the  bleeding, 
the  regular  faculty,  to  a  man,  will  laugh,  fhrug  their  fhoulders, 
or  fhake  their  wigs)  while  my  patient  was  yet  bleeding,  I  would 
give  him  a  ftrong  draught  of  the  flowers  of  fulphur,  ginger, 
volatile  fait  of  amber,  honey,  dulcified  fpirit  of  nitre,  and  my 
fupremely  pure  aether,  faturated  with  my  eledtric  fluid,  and  con- 
denfed  with  my  magnetic  influence.  A  large  fire  of  refinous  and 
aromatic  woods  fhould  then  be  made  in  his  largeft  room,  all 
the  doors  and  windows  of  which  fhould  be  thrown  wide  open, 
— and  being  cloathed  uncommonly  warm  from  his  neck  to 
the  foies  of  his  feet,  I  would  place  on  his  head  my  magnetic 

crown, 

*  Perhaps  into  the  water  I  might  fling  a  large  quantity  of  pennyroyal,  or  of  fome 
hitter  aromatic  herbs. 
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crown,  with  its  appendages,  to  repel  the  difeafe,  and  to  de¬ 
fend  the  brain  and  fpinal  marrow.  He  fhould  now  draw  into 
his  lungs  for  a  long  time,  and  in  a  large  quantity,  fixed  air, 
and  the  moft  fubtle  aetherial  vapour — The  vital  parts,  viz.  the 
brain  and  fpinal  marrow,  from  which  every  nerve  in  the  fyf- 
tem  fprings ;  the  heart  too,  and  the  lungs,  being  thus  fecured 
and  fortified,  and  the  difeafe  itfelf  being  thus  in  a  moment, 
as  it  were,  effectually  fubdued ;  and  the  lafiitude,  anxiety, 
and  extreme  proftration  of  ftrength,  already  gone  off,  I  would 
adminifter,  (three  hours  from  the  moment  I  firft  vifited  him) 
a  very  brifk,  nay  a  draftic  vomit,  compofed  of  ipecacuanha, 
emetic  tartar,  fait  of  amber,  and  flowers  of  benzoin, — which, 
by  the  way,  would  carry  off  the  materies  morbi,  and  every 
thing  offenfive  from  the  ftomach  and  bowels ;  moft  power¬ 
fully  refilling  putrefaction,  and  moft  fenfibly  giving  flrength 
and  fpirits ;  its  operation  fhould  be  affifted  with  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  a  ftrong  warm  infufion  of  camomile  flowers,  orange 
peel,  and  horfe-radifh  root,  with  plenty  of  honey  to  blunt 

and  form  a  fort  of  foap  in  the  ftomach  and  bowels. - After 

this  operation,  a  good  quantity  of  a  ftrong  Ample  tinCture  of 
myrrh,  and  camphorated  eleCtric  aether,  fhould  be  poured  on 

his 
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his  head,  breaft,  and  back  bone:  he  fhould  then  eat  a  piece  of 
toafted  bread,  and  drink  a  cup  of  the  moft  generous  warm 
wine  :  Nature  thus  refrefhed,  feeling  herfelf  fuperior,  and  ex¬ 
ulting  at  having  overcome  fo  fierce,  fo  mortal  an  enemy,  would 
then  fweetly  and  comfortably  fink  dowrn  on  the  foft  bofom  of 
deep,  and  after  many  hours,  would  rife  up,  free  from  difeafe 
and  infection,  as  pure  and  as  frefh  as  the  Morning. 
N.  B.  While  he  flept,  the  doors  fhould  all  be  fhut,  but  the 
windows  ftill  open,  and  the  fire  burning,  vaft  quantities  of 
aether,  vinegar,  or  camphorated  tinfture  of  myrrh,  £hould  be 
fprinkled  all  over  the  room. 

But,  fuppofing  the  worft;  fuppofing  that  after  all  this  the 
fever  fhould  ftill  remain,  or  fymptoms  of  infedlion  fhould  ftill 
be  fufpefted ;  I  would  repeat,  as,  often  as  I  thought  proper,  the 
medicine  I  began  with ; — I  would  continue,  by  turns,  the  fixed 

air,  and  aetherial  effluvia  into  his  lungs  ; — I  would  pervade  and 
penetrate  his  whole  fyftem  with  my  moft  powerful  aerial,  asthe- 
rial,  magnetic, and  eledtric  effluvia,  and  influences;  and,  inftead 
of  the  juice  of  half  a  mulberry ,  or  a  teafpoonful  of  lemon  juicey 
a  large  bowl  of  mulberry  fyrup,  another  of  the  fyrup  of  lemons, 

and 
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and  oranges,— and  a  third  of  thin  currant  jelly,  fhould  be 
placed  on  the  fide  table,  for  my  patient  to  quaff  at  pleafure  ; 
Ipring,  and  chicken  water,  fhould  be  found  very  plentiful— 

the  pot  fhould  fmoke  with  boiled  turnips,  and  the  air  fhould

be  rendered  harmonious  and  fragrant  with  the  found  and  odour

By  way  of  preventing  a  relap fe,  inftead  of  half  a  dram  of 
dry  bark,  he  fhould  now  and  then  be  indulged  with  a  whole  one 
of — - — good  Brandy.  On  a  hearty  handful  of  cinnamon,  ano¬ 
ther  of  ginger,  and  a  pound  of  the  beft  Peruvian  bark  in  pow¬ 
der,  fhould  be  poured  a  bottle  of  genuine  Brandy,  another  of 
the  richefl  fack,  and  a  gallon  of  ftrong  high-flavoured  claret — 
Of  this,  the  good  Miflrefs  of  the  houfe  fhould  be  the  faithful 
preparer ;  and  the  hearty  old  nurfe,  hiding  herfelf  from  the 
infection,  and  foftered  under  its  genial  wing,  fhould  be  the 
liberal  difpenfer.

On  looking  over  the  fame  learned  Gentleman’s  (I  mean  the 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  the  Phyfician  to

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Pra&ice  of  Phyfic  in  London) - chapter  on  the  <€  vio- 

“  lent  fever ;  otherwife  called  the  putrid,  malignant,  jail,

“  camp,  hofpital,  or  petechial  fever  I  find,  under  the  head, 
CURE,  he  tells  me  that,  “  as  the  fymptoms  indicating 
“  weaknefs  appear,  the  Jirengtb  is  to  be  fupported ;  Bibat  iEger* 
“  vin.3fs-  ad  3**  bis  ad  fexties  in  dies,”  which  for  the  benefit 
of  my  mere  Englifh  Reader,  I  have  the  honour  of  tranllating 

into  plain  Englilh,  as  follows  :  Let  the  poor  fellow’s  bo¬ 
dily  ftrength  be  fupported,  his  heart  comforted,  his  mind 
exhilerated, .  the  texture  of  his  blood  and  the  tone  of  his  fi¬ 
bres  reftored,  and  nature  enabled  to  ftruggle  with,  and 
throw  off  an  obftinate,  terrible,  and  now  confirmed  difeafe, 
with  1^- one  Jingle  fpoonful  of  wine ,  taken  two  or  three  or 
even  half  a  dozen  times  in  twenty-four  long,  weary,  pain¬ 
ful,  and  tedious  hours - a  quantity  which  never  can  get 

into  the  wretched  creature’s  llomach;  for  his  dry,  BLACK, 
fpongy  tongue,  and  his  parched  and  burning  throat,  (in 
mourning  as  it  were  for  their  approaching  fate,)  drinking 

greedily 

*  1  would  fain  hope,  that  this  prefcription  is  not  calculated  for  an  Englilhman,  ac- 
cuftomed  to  fwallow  daily  fix  pounds  of  bread,  beef,  and  ftrong  beer ;  nor  for  a  North- 
Briton  who  has  indulged  in  the  diabolical  Himuli  of  whiikey,  and  Scotch  fnuff. 
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greedily  even  ten  times  the  quantity  prefcribed,  would  rob 
every  other  part  of  the  fyftem  of  its  fhare  of  the  grateful  and 
very  genial  moifture. 

I  shall  now  difmifs  the  whole  matter,  with  obierving,  that 
the  general  pradtice  of  Phyfic,  and  of  Surgery,  excepting  in 
manual  operations,  is  now,  and  always  has  been,  equally  in¬ 
adequate,  ineffectual,  abfurd,  and  ridiculous.  I  can  compare 
the  methods  and  prefcriptions  of  the  profefiors  of  thofe  great 
and  godlike  arts,  and  my  prefent  fituation  among  them,  to  no¬ 
thing  better  than  the  following.  Suppofe  a  ftrong  healthy  young 
man,  who  having  ploughed  all  day  without  eating,  comes 
home  at  night  complaining  of  hunger  to  half  a  dozen  medical 
Gentlemen ;  one  would  order  him  a  blifter,  another  prefcribes 
a  purge,  a  third  a  vomit,  a  fourth  a  farthing's  worth  of  bread 
and  four  fmall  beer,  a  fifth  a  glyfter  : — were  the  poor  fellow 
at  laft,  full  of  difappointment  and  defpair,  to  apply  to  me,  and 
following  my  prefcription,  which  would  perhaps  be  to  eat  a 
pound  of  beef  and  a  pound  of  bread,  and  to  drink  a  pint  of 
water  and  a  quart  of  ftrong  beer ;  taking,  I  fay,  thefe  my  me¬ 
dicines,  and  finding  himfelf  in  perfect  good  health,  ftill  he 

F  2  would 
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would  be  afperfed  with  the  names  of  fool  and  madman,  and  I 
myfelf  branded  in  my  public  capacity,  with  the  title  of  a  Kill 
or  Cure  Quack  Dodtor,  and  in  my  private  charadter,  with  every 
thing  that  envy,  pride,  hatred,  malice,  and  all  uncharitable- 
nefs,  could  fuggeft. 

I  foresee  and  expedt  that  the  very  moment  this  Pamphlet 
is  publifhed,  a  torrent  of  malevolence  and  abufe  will  be  poured 
forth  againft  me  from  all  quarters  :  but  the  poifoned  arrows  of 
envy  and  malevolence,  I  am  prepared  to  repel  with  the  moft  fo- 

vereign  contempt ;  and  the  criticifms  of  candour  and  liberality 
I  fhall  receive  with  deference,  refpedt,  and  gratitude.  Notwith- 
ftanding  I  thus  venture  to  attack  and  oppofe  the  whole  medical 
tribe  that  now  live,  or  that  ever  did  live  on  the  face  of  the 
globe,  I  ftand  not  unfupported ;  for  on  the  broadeft  bafis,  and 
on  the  nobleft  ground,  1  am  fupported  in  the  firmed;  and 
moft  honourable  manner  ; — I  am  fupported  by  groups  of  ada-

mantine  pillars — by  a  multitude  of  extraordinary  and  indifpu- 
table  fafts,  even  of  cures  perfect  and  lafting,  which  the  moft 
celebrated,  of  the  faculty  had  in  vain  attempted  to  perform. 
I  am  fupported  too,  by  a  Diploma  from  an  ancient  Britifh  Uni- 

verfity  $ 
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verfity ;  and  with  the  moft  cordial  confcioufnefs  of  the  cer¬ 
tainty  and  infinite  fuperiority  of  my  peculiar  methods  of  curing 
thedifeafes,  internal  and  external,  to  which  the  human  body  is 
liable  :  cheerfully,  therefore,  confiding  in  the  candour  of  the 
Public  at  large,  and  depending  folely  on  the  fuccefs  which  at¬ 
tends  my  practice,  I  cannot  fail  of  acquiring  a  fortune  equal 
to  my  higheft  ambition  ; — and  I  look  forward,  delighted,  at 
the  profpedt  of  immortal  fame  !  !  !

iEther,  fixed  Air,  and  Electricity,  have  been  long  known  and 
ufed  in  Medicine- — yes  ;  but  I  beg  leave  to  alk  how  have  they 

been  known  ? - and  what  good  purpofes  have  been  anfwered 

by  them  ? - 


) 
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That  thefe  are  not  new  difcoveries  all  the  world  know ;  but 
that,  though  promiling  great  things,  they  have  been  but  little 
attended  to,  is  equally  notorious.  They  have  undergone  the 
fate  of  mojl  other  valuable  remedies  \  which  have  excited  great 
expectation  while  they  pleafed  with  the  charm  of  novelty ; 
which  foon  wearing  off,  they  have  been  negleCted  and  almoft 

forgotten,  till  fome  practitioner  of  more  genius  and  difcern- 
ment  than  the  bulk  of  his  brethren,  who  are  indolently  and 
implicitly  guided  by  fafhion  and  authority,  hath  had  the  good 
fenfe  to  conlider  their  properties,  and  the  poflible  application 
of  them,  with  the  attention  they  deferve  ;  and  by  patient 
thinking,  and  affiduous  application  of  their  qualities  and 
effeCts,  hath  not  only  revived  them,  but  vaftly  enlarged  the 
fphere  of  their  utility,  and  fecured  to  the  world  valuable  arti¬ 
cles,  which,  through  the  moll  fhameful  inattention,  to  call  it 
by  no  worfe  a  name,  had  been,  in  a  great  meafure,  loft  to  man¬ 
kind,  and  were  linking  a-pace  into  oblivion. 

Thus  Mercury  was  long  known  as  a  medicine,  but  con- 
fidered  as  a  doubtful  and  a  dangerous  one ;  and  therefore  much 
negleCted,  and  profcribed  by  many  as  a  poifon ;  till  its  fpe- 

cific 
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cific  efficacy  in  fo  general  a  difeafe  as  the  venereal  by  bringing 
it  more  frequently  into  ufe,  made  people  better  acquainted 
with  its  fafety  and  its  virtues  ;  yet  long  as  it  hath  been  known 
as  a  valuable  medicine,  it  was  ftill  very  imperfectly  known  be¬ 
fore  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century ;  its  virtues  have 
been  better  afcertained,  and  its  exhibition  rendered  more  eafy, 
agreeable,  and  efficacious,  within  the  laft  thirty  or  forty  years, 
than  from  its  firft  introduction  into  medicine  till  that  period  3 
fo  that  there  is  not  now  a  more  generally  ufeful,  or  a  fafer 
medicine,  under  Ikilful  management,  in  the  whole  Materia 
Medica.

Opium,  too,  though  known  in  practice  above  two  thoufand 
years,  was  ufed  fo  fparingly,  and  with  fo  much  timidity,  and 
caution*,  excepting  by  a  few  bold  practitioners,  fuch  as  Para- 
celfus  Hacquet  and  his  followers,  who  injudicioufly  ima¬ 
gined  it  could  do  every  thing,  which  unfortunately  hurt  its 

credit  by  exciting  expectations  which  it  could  never  fatisfy, — - 

fo

The  Peruvian  Bark,  likewife,  made  agreatnoife,  and 
was  much  fought  after,  on  its  firft  introduction  into  Europe ; 
but  foon  loft  ground  through  the  prejudices  and  inattention  of 
practitioners,  till  it  was  again  revived  by  Talbot,  Sydenham, 
and  Morton ;  fince  which  it  hath  been  gradually  growing  in 
reputation,  and  is  now  become  one  of  the  moft  univerfal  re¬ 
medies  in  the  whole  circle  of  the  practice  of  phyfic.

Antimony  was  al-fo  long  inown, — - — by  a  few  admired  and 

extolled, - feared  by  many,-- - and  at  length  negleCted  by 

almoft  every  body, - till  Dr.  Huxham  and  Dr.  James  gave 

it  new  life,  the  latter,  by  the  vaft  fuccefs  of  his  Fever  Pow¬ 
der;

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derj  and  now  no  medicines  are  more  generally  efteemed,  or 
more  frequently  ufed,  not  only  in  fevers,  but  in  a  great  variety 
of  other  diforders,  than  the  numerous  preparations  of  that  im¬ 
portant  femi- metal. 

I  beg  leave,  moreover,  to  mention  the  practice  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  for  the  Small-Pox,  as  improved  by  Baron  Dimfdale, 
and  the  Suttons,  within  the  laft  fifteen  years,  to  the  incon¬ 
ceivable  benefit -of  mankind.  How  many  lives,— how  many 
beautiful  faces, — —has  that  faint  ary  pradice  preferved  !— * 
Sutton  ought  to  have  a  title  and  a  penfion  while  he  lives,  and 

ftatues  eredted  to  his  memory,

In  the  fair — in  the  gracious  face  of  the  great  Mistress 
of  the  greatell  empire  on  the  globe,  I  myfelf  have  beheld  tne 
happy  effedts  of  the  Baron’s  art ;  and  he  and  his  pofterity  feel, 
and  will  for  ever  feel,  the  cordial  effedts  of  her  Imperial  Ma- 
iefty’s  refolution,  liberality,  and  unexampled  munificence.  Al¬ 
though  thefe  bold  and  great  men  have  carried  the  management 
of  that  once  terrible  diforder  to  fo  extraordinary  a  degree  of 
perfection,  yet  have  they  done  little  or  nothing  that  was  not 

G 
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as  well  known  before,  as  the  virtues  and  application  of 
./Ether,  fixed  Air,  Magnetifm,  and  Electricity,  are  now 
known  to  the  faculty  in  general. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  aether,  eledtricity,  fixed  air,  and'fe- 
veral  other  means  I  make  ufe  of  in  the  cure  of  difeafes,  have 
been  for  a  conliderable  time  known  in  medicine.  But  how, 
I  repeat, — have  they  been  known  ?  what  important  purpofes 
have  been  anfwered  by  them  ?  Some  few  inftances  of  their 

efficacy  are  upon  record  ; - they  ferve  to  enlarge  the  lift  of 

the  articles  of  the  Materia  Medica ; - and  to  fvvell  the  os¬ 

tentatious  train  of  imaginary  medical  refources,  which  are  in 
reality  of  very  Small  and  precarious  ufe,  in  aCtual  practice; 
becaufe  they  are  rather  fuppofed  to  poffefs  great  virtues,  than 

known  to  be  endowed  with  any  ufeful  virtue  at  all.- - But  as 

truly  valuable  and  efficacious  remedies,  applicable  to  a  great 
variety  of  diforders,  and  capable  of  affording  certain  relief  in 
a  vafi:  number  of  deplorable  and  hitherto  incurable  cafes,  they 
have  been  in  a  great  meafure  unknown  and  unregarded, 
except  by  myfelf  alone.  And  in  this  refpeCt,  as  well  as  in  my 
various  and  curious  combinations  and  applications  of  them, 

of 
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of  my  chemical  effences,  and  of  my  medicinal  herbs,  I  not 
only  lay  an  indifputable  claim  of  difcovering,  improving,  and 
of  poffeffing  {kill  fo  far  fupcrior  as  to  be  able  to  cure  difeafes, 
internal  and  external,  where  the  moil  celebrated  Phyficians 
and  Surgeons  on  earth  have  failed*— The  great  number  I

fully  made  ufe  oft 


But  much  of  the  efficacy  of  thefe  medicines,  as  of  every 
thing  elfe,  depends  on  a  Ikilful  and  perfevering  exhibition  of 

them  \  fo  true  is  that  maxim  of  Hippocrates. - T oL^lv  yug

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To  thofe  Gentlemen  who  enquire  from  what  fources  I  have 
drawn  my  Medical  Knowledge — Improvements — andfuperior 
Skill — my  anfwer  fiiallbeas  brief  aspoffible. 

To  effect  thefe,  I  venture  to  fay,  mod  invaluable  difco- 
veries  and  improvements,  I  have  fpared  neither  cod:  nor  pains. 
After  a  regular  medical  education  at  the  celebrated  Univerfity 
of  'Edinburgh ,  I  diligently  confulted  the  literary  monuments  of 
the  mod:  illuftrious  dead ;  and  courted  the  information  and  in- 
ftruction  of  the  mod:  eminent  among  the  living;  and  after  col¬ 
lecting  what  I  could  in  the  Ifland  of  Great  Britain ,  I  travel¬ 
led  for  further  intelligence  and  improvement  in  feveral  fo¬ 
reign  nations.

delphia  two  years,  attending  the  public  Exhibitions  and  Lec¬ 
tures  on  Electricity  in  that  College,  as  well  as  applying  clofely

to  private  experiments. 

In  Holland  and  in  Germany ,  too,  I  fpent  a  confiderable  time 
in  chemical  and  magnetic  refearches ;  but  after  all,  I  had  not 
brought  the  difcoveries  and  improvements  I  had  in  my  view, 
to  the  point  of  perfection  I  aimed  at,  before  I  would  venture 
to  recommend  them  with  confidence  to  the  public:  till  hear¬

pected  cures  I  frequently  perform,  in  diforders  that  had  baffled 
the  fkill  of  the  mofl:  eminent  Phyficians  in  Europe,  inde¬

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tion,  and  many  ufeful  hints  I  have  received  from  the  judicious, 
truly  philofophical,  and  pradical  publications  of  feveral  of  my 
ingenious  countrymen,  who  are  living  ornaments,  and  will  be 
an  everlafting  honour,  to  this  learned  age  and  nation. — To  the 
learned  and  liberal  Sir  John  Pringle,  Dr.  Cullen,  Dr. 
-Monro,  A.  P.  the  Hon.  Mr.  Cavendish,  Dr.  Black, 
Dr.  Brownrigg,  Dr.  M’Bride,  and  the  judicious  and  in¬ 
defatigable  Dr.  Priestly,  I  am  indebted  for  many  impor¬ 
tant  difcoveries  and  hints  relative  to  the  nature  of  animal  pu~ 
trefadion,  and  the  application  of  fixed  air  and  other  antifeptic 
fubftances  to  the  human  body,  in  the  cure  of  every  kind  of 
putrid  diforder ,  and  to  the  latter,  for  many  new  and  curious 
experiments,  as  well  as  for  a  great  number  of  hints,  queries, 
and  conjediures,  thrown  out  as  fubjeds  well  worthy  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  adventurers  in  the  inveftigaiion  and  improvement  of 
eledrical  fcience.— To  the  juftly  celebrated  Dr.  Fot  her  gill, 
I  am  indebted  for  fome  valuable  hints  concerning  the  cure  of 

Confumptions.— - To  the  late  learned  and  fagacious  Dodor 

Whytt,  for  confiderable  improvement  relative  to  the  na¬ 
ture  and  cure  of  all  nervous  diforders ;  and  to  that  judicious 
philofopher,  mod  elegant  writer,  and  good  man,  the  late  Dr. 

Gregory* 
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Gregory,  for  reducing  the  whole  treatment  of  the  Gout, 

and  fome  other  difeafes,  to  the  moil  beautiful  precifion  and 

fimplicity. - Aflifted  by  the  difcoveries,  improvements,  and 

hints  of  thefe  great  men,  the  methods  I  have  had  the  happi- 
nefs  to  invent,  improve,  and  extend,  poffefs  all  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  moft  perfect  mode  required  byCELSUS,  of  curing 
“  Cito,  tnto ,  etjucunde ,”  fpeedily,  fafely,  and  agreeably. 

All  this  is  done  often  with  no  internal  medicines,  and  ge¬ 
nerally  with  very  few,  andthofeof  the  moft  elegant  and  moft 
agreeable  kind ;  confifting  chiefly  of  diet,  baths,  and  Ample 
medicines ;  or  of  certain  pure,  fubtil,  chemical  effences ; 
aerial,  aetherial,  magnetic,  and  eleftric  vapours,  applications,  and 
influences,  varioufly  modified,  combined, and  applied,  fo  as  to  be 
adapted  to  the  great  variety  of  conftitutions  and  cafes,  which, 
in  fome  form  or  other,  are  capable  of  being  either  cured  or 
relieved  by  them.  For  1  pretend  not  to  cure  every  Confump- 

tion,  every  Gout,  every  nervous,  painful  or  dangerous  difeafe 
which  may  occur  ;  but  I  dare  venture  to  promife  the  cure  of 
moft,  and  the  relief  of  all  whofe  cafes  I  fhall  undertake.  For 

many  cafes  there  are,  with  which  I  fhall  have  no  concern  — 

fome. 
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fame,  as  being  too  inconflderable,  and  readily  cured  in  the 
common  modes  of  practice  by  every  man  of  any  degree  of 
Ikill  in  his  profeffion ; — thefe  Heave  to  my  regular  brethren 

of  the  Faculty,  to  be  cured  by  the  ufual  means : — and  there 
are  others  that  are  obvioufly,  at  firft  fight,  incapable  of  either 

cure,  or  (which  indeed  rarely  happens)  of  theleaft  relief ; - * 

fuch  cafes  however  fometimes  occur,  and  fuch  I  at  once 
rejeCh,  as  thinking  it  the  height  of  cruelty  and  injuflice,  on  the 
one  hand,  to  deceive  the  unhappy  fufferers  with  falfe  and 
groundlefs  hopes,  which  will  but  add  to  their  afflictions,  al¬ 
ready  grievous,  the  anxieties  of  doubtful  expectation,  and  the 
pangs  of  the  moft  cruel  difappointment : — -and,  on  the  other 
hand,  to  rob  of  their  money  thofe  unfortunate  victims  of  pain 
and  difeafe,  whom  I  cannot  amply  repay  with  the  precious— 
the  invaluable  blefiing — -of  eafe,  or  of  health  : — of  the  former 
there  are  a  great  number;  in  which  I  reckon  flight  colds,  ac¬ 
companied  with  a  cough  and  fome  degree  of  fever,  but  which 
are  of  very  fhort  duration  : — —regular  and  well-formed  gouts, 
which  affeCt  the  extremities  only ;  and  fuch  trifling  nervous 
complaints  as  will  give  way  to  abftinence  from  tea  and  other 
hot  flippings,  with  a  few  of  the  common,  light,  cordial  medi- 
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cinqs. — -Let  no  such  apply  to  me,  or  if  they  fhould  ap¬ 
ply,  take  it  amifs,  that  I  recommend  it  to  them  to  have  re- 
courfe  for  relief  to  a  common  Apothecary,  or  to  a  family 
Phyficiam — To  Patients  of  the  latter  fort,  whofe  cafes  on  ex-

animation  I  may  find  to  b’eJj3£urable,  I  fhall  recommend  as 
fome,  and  indeed  the  only  relief  of  their  prefent  fufferings,  a 
patient  endurance  of  their  unhappy  lot,  and  a  religious  refig- 
nation  to  the  will  of  that  Being  who  afflidteth  us  for  our 
good,  and  often  healeth  unexpectedly  by  his  almighty  power. 


It  may  not  be  improper,  in  this  place,  to  mention  the  dif- 
eafes  in  which  I  have  found  my  medicines  and  applications 
moft  ferviccable.

the  terrible  apprehension  of  fuffocation ;  the  fpafmodic  ftric- 

* 

tures  are  taken  off  the  lungs  and  organs  of  refpiration,  and  the 
tough  ropey  dime  or  phlegm  is  attenuated,  and  brought 
away  by  vomiting  or  expectoration — —and,  finally,  the  ob¬ 
structions  in  the  fine  air  velfels  of  the  lungs,  the  irritations  of 
the  exquifite  nervous  membranes,  which  occafion  a  fulnefs 
and  inflammatory  rawnefs,  and  catarrhal  defluxions,  which 
bring  on  roughnefs,  hoarfenefs,  frequently  a  whifpering,  and

Rheumatisms,  both  chronic  and  acute,  efpecially  thofe

From  the  prefent  general  ftyle  of  living — from  the  luxury, 
folly,  and  diflipation  of  people  of  all  ranks,  the  diforders  that 
now-a-days  moft  ufually  prevail,  are  fuch  as  proceed  from  re¬ 
laxation  and  irritation.  They  are  termed  N  ERVOUS; 
and  although  they  are  very  various  in  their  appearance,  obfti- 
nate,  and  dreadful  in  their  confequences,  yet  in  the  removal  of 
thofe  even  of  the  moft  obftinate  and  alarming  kind,  I  generally 
fucceed  when  I  meet  with  people  of  good  fenfe,  refolution, 
and  of  a  tradtable  difpofition.  It  is  certain,  however,  that 
difeafes  proceeding  from  mere  relaxation,  or  from  fpafms,  give 
way  very  readily  to  the  genial,  ftrengthening,  and  reftorative 

influences  of  my  difcoveries  and  improved  medicines.  Ner¬ 
vous  and  rheumatic  pains  in  the  head  and  face,  thole  efpeci- 
ally  that  are  periodical,  and  excruciating  ;  and  FITS,  *oo,  oi 
the  fainting,  hyfteric,  convulfive,  lethargic,  epileptic,  and 
apopledic  kind ;  and  maniacal  diforders,  whether  raging  or 
melancholy  madnefs,  generally  give  way  to  my  peculiar  mode 
of  treatment.  But,  when  palfies,  melancholy  madnefs,  and 

epileptic 
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epileptic  fits,  have  been  of  very  long  landing  ;  when  the  ani« 
mal  fundtions  are  impaired  by  a  gradual  decay  of  the  vital 
ftamina — when  the  nervous  fyftem  is  become  dry,  fhrivelled, 
and  cornuous — and  when  the  mind  itfelf  is  exceedingly  dif- 

eafed ; - 1  either  wholly  decline  prefcribing,  or  attempt 

merely  to  palliate  the  fymptoms,  and  alleviate  thofe  fufferings 
that  make  life  a  burthen — a  weary  and  painful  load  that  the 
miferable  patients  would  gladly  lay  down. 

Bilious  diforders,  even  the  moft  confirmed  black  jaundice* 
attended  with  fchirrous  liver,  dropfy,  andafthma,  are  always 
alleviated,  and  generally  cured  by  my  methods  ;  but  the  lef- 
fer  bilious  complaints  arifing  from  or  producing  indigeftion* 
dime,  tough  phlegm,  wind,  and  weaknefs  ;  and  thofe  colicky 
and  very  painful  fulnefles,  oppreflions  and  diftenfions  of  the 

ftomach  and  bowels,  give  way  very  readily  to  the  means  I 
empldy. 

Scorbutic  difeafes,  from  the  flighted;  acrimony,  to  the 
moft  malignant  corruption,  and  diflolution  of  the  blood  and 
humours,  are  fubdued  with  great  certainty.  Many,  I  have 

cured, 
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cured,  in  whom  the  difeafe  had  degenerated  into  an  univerfal 
and  confirmed  leprofy;  where,  from  cracks  in  the  fkin,  agummy, 

but  extremely  hot  and  acrid  matter  iflued  j  and  where,  from 
an  inflamed,  dry,  itching  fkin,  a  frightful  quantity  of  fcabs 
and  white  powdery  fcurf  might  condantly  be  rubbed.  But, 
in  flighter  cafes,  fuch  as  heats  and  rednefs  of  the  face,  fcurf, 
and  all  cutaneous  diforders,  proceeding  modly  from  obdrudted 
perfpiration,  heats  and  colds,  furfeits,  drinking  cold  water 
when  very  hot,  &c.  I  generally  cure  with  little  difficulty  and 
no  confinement. 

Scrophulous  diforders,  commonly  called  the  King's  evil, 
and  all  glandular  obdruftions,  fwellings  and  fores,  even  of  the 
longed  danding,  where  the  conftitution  is  broken  down  and 
reduced  to  the  lowed:  degree  of  weaknefs,  where  the  bones 
are  fo  much  affedted  as  to  come  away  in  fplinters  through  the. 
fores,  and  where  pain  and  decripitude  render  the  miferable

Patients  a  burden  to  their  friends,  and  to  themfelves,  I  feldom 
or  never  fail  of  making  a  perfect,  radical,  and  lading  cure. 
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In  the  Stone  and  Gravel  ,  and  in  all  the  difeafes  of  the 
wyri/nary  organs,  even  of  the  longed  danding,  and  in  old  age,  I  al¬ 
ways  give  relief;  and,  frequently,  perfectly  cure.  The  methods 
I  employ  are  altogether  fafe  and  friendly  to  the  tendered  con- 
ditution.  I  life  neither  foap,  lime  water,  fhells,  opiates,  nor 
foap  leys.-- — My  medicines  and  methods  dedroy  the  fixed 
air,  which  is  the  grand  cementing  principle  of  the  done  and 
gravel,  crumbling  them  into  powder,  and  forcing  them  away 
with  great  fafety,  and  little  pain.  I  have  met  with  a  great 
number  of  cafes  in  which  the  Patient  was  faid  to  be  troubled 
with  gravel,  or  afflidted  with  the  done,  when  neither  one  nor 
the  other  was  in  reality  the  cafe.

In  Dropsies  too,  cedematous  fwellings,  and  in  11  uggifli  re¬

^^VERY  amiable  young  Lady  in  Briftol,  about  ieven  years 
ago,  being  out  a  riding  on  horfeback  in  Chefhire,  had  the 
misfortune  of  falling  backward,  and  hanging  by  her  cloaths, 
was  dragged  near  a  quarter  of  a  mile.

He  could  not  fpeak  articulately,  and  his  motions  were  thofe  of  an  ideot  or  lu¬ 
natic.  When  he  attempted  to  fpeak,  his  mouth  was  drawn  to  one  fide  or  to  the 
other,  his  tongue  feemed  too  large  for  his  mouth,  and  the  faliva  flowed  un- 
feemingly  upon  his  chin.  Convulfions,  fpafmodic  twitchings,  and  epileptie 
fits  fucceeded  each  other,  with  very  incondderable  intervals.  Watery  femen 
and  crude  fceces,  where  ejected  on  the  flighted  irritation,  and  oftentimes  invo¬ 
luntarily.  For  a  whole  year  he  had  luffered  (notwithdanding  the  condant  at¬ 
tendance  of  two  experienced  Phyficians,  and  a  judicious  Apothecary)  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  the  damned  :  but  now  he  was  become  infenfible  of  every  thing.

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the  bath  his  whole  frame  was  pervaded  with  fuch  felefted  mufic  as  was  neceflary 
^  accelerate  the  eftedts  of  the  medicines,  and  to  recal  and  coil  up  his  feeble  and 
a'lmoil;  obliterated  foul.  His  bed  room  too  was  changed  :  in  the  day  time  all  the 
doors  and  windows  I  directed  to  be  kept  open  ;  and  in  the  night,  the  doors.  Nei¬ 
ther  bread  nor  animal  food  was  allowed.  The  firft  day  he  drank  and  took  by  way 
of  glyfter,  the  four  pints  of  milk,  gum,  &c. 

i  he  next  day,  fix  new  laid  eggs,  three  ounces  of  powdered  fugar  candy,  and 
three  pints  of  flrong  ale,  of  a  middling  age,  were  beat,  churned,  or  fhaken  together 
for  an  hour  or  two,  and  taken  gradually  into  his  ftomach  and  by  way  of  glyfter,  as 
the  preceding  day.  The  third  day,  he  was  allowed  nothing  but  the  water  in 
which  a  chicken,  beat  into  a  pafte,  had  been  boiled.  I  had  the  pleafure  to  be 
informed  daily  that  every  thing  agreed  with  him,  and  that  he  mended  fur- 
prifingly,  notwithstanding  feveral  feminal  emilfions,  faid  to  have  been  involuntary. 
On  the  fourth  day  I  vifited  him  I  did  not  know  him  again.  I  now  faw  a  young 
man  compofed  and  fenfible,  though  with  a  languid  look,  and  a  hedlic-like  bloom 
in  his  cheeks.  It  was  now  that  for  the  firft  time  we  faw  one  another.  He 
feemed  now  fenfible  of  the  condition  he  had  been  in  ;  and  I  exhibited  to 
his  view  the  horrid  gulf  he  was  emerging  from,  exhorting  him  for  a  full  hour, 
and  the  good  Apothecary  feconded  my  expoftulations.  Promifing  every  thing 
on  his  part,  I  undertook,  under  God,  his  cure.  The  next  day  he  was  brought 
to  my  houfe,  where  he  took  an  setherial  milk  bath,  and  a  nervous  balfamic  medi¬ 
cine,  while  his  whole  fyftem  was  pervaded  with  vivifying  eledtric  influences,  and 
with  fuch  mufic  as  was  neceflary  gently  to  alter  the  tone  of  his  mind,  and  promote 
the  due  operation  of  the  medicines.  At  the  end  of  20  minutes  his  body  feemed 
eonvulfed,  and  his  mind  agitated  in  the  moft  extraordinary  manner.  He  burft  into 
tears,  and  ftruggled  with  emotions  feemingly  expreflive  of  horror,  compundlion, 
gratitude  and  joy.  At  the  end  of  one  half  hour  more  he  was  compofed His  coun¬ 
tenance,  now  ferene,  at  length  fparkled  with  delight.  Three  hours  being  elap- 
fed,  he  was  taken  out  of  the  bath  and  rubbed  for  an  hour  with  dry,  warm, 
aromatic  bolfters,  and  then  drefled. — He  declared  he  felthimfelf  flrong  enough 
to  walk  home.  The  setherial  milk  bath,  the  dry  fridtions,  and  the  eledlric  and 
mufical  influences  were  repeated  for  three  hours  every  third  day— The  balfamic 
reftorative  was  taken  at  home  twice  every  day — The  regimen,  as  at  firft  ordered, 
was  continued,  and  becaufe  the  nourifhing  drinks,  &c*  were  diredled  to  be 
made  lefs  nutritious,  he  was  indulged  with  as  much  bread,  cold  water, 
and  cold  lettuce  as  he  pleafed.  He  now  laid  on  a  ft  raw  mattrefs,  and  walked 
out  for  feveral  hours  every  day. — He  was  engaged  in  ftudies  and  amufements, 
which  ingroffed  his  whole  time  and  attention. — And  he  was  never  left  alone 
night  nor  day. — A  light  decodtion  of  the  bark,  with  a  little  fait  of  amber  and 
nitre,  the  cold  bath  and  Spa  water  compleated  this  miraculous,  this  altogether

In  judice  to  myfelf,  and  for  the  fatisfadtion  of  the  world,  I  here  think  it  right 
to  publifli  every  thing  that  pafled  on  both  fides,  word  for  word,  as  it  appeared  in 
the  Newcadle  papers. 

MR.  MARK  PRINGLE,  of  Heaton  one  mile  from  Newcadle,  about  four  years' 
ago,  received  a  fevere  droke  and  violent  contufion  of  his  fide,  which  fell  into  the 
fcrotum,  &c.  fwelling  them  to  a  mondrous  degree;  this  brought  on  a  total  fuppref-

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field  as  his  own,  he  at  laft  has  unwarily  attacked  the  collective  body  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty  at  the  Infirmary,  in  the  cafe  of  Mark  Pringle,  whofe  Certificate  as  pro¬ 
duced-  this  day  at  the  Committe  will  be  printed  in  this  week’s  paper.  This 
man’s  cafe,  when  cleared  from  all  the  rubbifii  with  which  the  Doctor’s  account 
has  loaded  if,  was  finiply  a  palfy  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder*  many  examples 
of  which  it  feems  (lands  on  the  records  of  the  Infirmary,  cured  by  the  fame 
means  as  ufed  in  this  cafe.

complain  or  apply  for  advice ;  that  fince  Auguft  laft  I  have  laboured  under  an 
incontinence  of  urine,  for  which  I  applied  to  the  Infirmary  on  January  21ft  laft, 
where  I  was  admitted  an  out-patient  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Hall ;  that  I  at¬ 
tended  on  three  Mondays  as  an  out-patient,  and  that  on  the  laft  of  the  three  I 
received  a  blifter  by  his  order,  which  being  applied  on  Monday  night,  brought 
on  a  very  fevere  ftranguary  and  bearing  down,  and  from  the  pain  I  then  felt, 
conceiving  myfelf  no  better,  was  advifed  to  apply  to  Dr.  Graham,  on  the 
Wednefday  morning ;  that  as  the  ftranguary  arifing  from  the  blifter  left  me,  I 
found  myfelf  gradually  enabled  to  retain  my  urine,  which  I  can  now  do  in  the

— The  i:  Governor  of  the  Infirmary;’’  who,  every  body  knows,  is 
likewife  a  principal  Phyfician  ;  the  colledive  body  of  the  Faculty,  nor  any  indi¬ 
vidual  whatever ;  nor  even  Mark  Pringle  himfelf,  durft  not, — did  not*,  (from 

*  This  is  well  known  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  North  of  England;  and  I  thus  publickly 
declare  the  truth  of  it  upon  my  honour. 

that 
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that  hour  to  this,  (from  March  to  November  5th)  anfwer  one  word  to  my  reply; 
but,  confcious  of  their  villainy,  and  of  the  fterling,  the  infinite  fuperiority  of 
my  methods  of  curing  difeafes,  they  tacitly  pocketed  the  fevere  reprehenfion  I 
gave  them,  and  fubmitted  to  the  laugh  and  derifions  of  the  world.

as  external  application  on  my  own  body,  as  well  as  in  the  courfe  of  my  pro- 
fefiional  pradice :  and  that  I  might  have  opportunities  of  making  iifefnl  obfer- 
vations  on  the  climate,  fttuation,  produce,  manner  of  living,  and  cuftoms  of 
thofe  places;  all  of  which  1  judged  neceflary  for  me  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted 
with,  before  I  began  to  pradife  ray  great  fyftem  of  healing,  in  this  unrivalled 
metropolis  of  the  world, 

I  left  England  therefore,  once  more,  on  the  firft  of  laft  May,  to  inquire  per- 
fonally.  into  the  real  ftate  of  thefe  important  matters*

exception,  of  that  induftrious  Republic.  In  my  inquiries  into  the  ftate  and  im¬ 
provements  of  medicine,  electricity,  air,  and  magnetifm,  I  had  great  fatis- 
fadtion  in  examining  the  apparatus  and  converting  with  the  ingenious  and  inge¬ 
nuous  Mr.  Cuthbertfon  of  Amfterdam,  and  Mr.  Cuypers  of  Delft.

The  profeffor  has  a  powerful  eledrical  apparatus, 
and  the  largeft  and  beft  natural  magnet  perhaps  in  the  world.  It  fufpends  a 
weight  of  about  two  hundred  pounds. 

.Leaving  Holland,  I  paffed  through  Flanders  and  Brabant,  examining  every 
thing  that  merited  my  attention.  I  had  particular  fatisfadion  in  furveying  the 
cabinet,  and  co.nverfing  with  the  judicious  Hoffman  at  Maeftricht, 
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From  the  Low  Countries  I  puffed  into  France*  and  on  my  arrival  in  Paris, 
after  infpecting  the  practice  at  the  Hotel-Dieuf ,  and  all  the  .other  great  hof- 
pitals  in  that  moll  polite  city,  and  inquiring  into  the  prefen t  hate  of  medicine 
and  forgery,  particularly  in  Venerea!  Cafes ;  I  had  the  honour  of  an  interview 
with  The  Great  American  Philosopher,  (who  had  done  far  more  than  any 
oth^r  man  that  ever  lived,  towards  the  advancement  of  electrical  knowledge) 
and  with  Dr.  Maduit,  a  gentleman  of  ingenuity,  learning,  and  liberality,  who  is- 
appointed  by  his  Mo  ft  Chriftian  Majefty  to  make  Medico- Electrical  Experiments- 
and  obfervations  in  the  cure  of  difeafes.  1  had  the  rxioft  cordial  fat  is  faction  in- 
con  verfing  with  Dr.  Maduit,  and  had  likewife  the  privilege  of  infpecting  the 
apparatus,  and  of  feeing  a  number  of  both  fexes  go  through  the  operations,  un¬ 
der  the  Doctor’s  immediate  direction.  This  great,  and  rnoft  important  bufi™ 
nefs,  is  carried  on  under  the  royal  patronage,  and  at  the  royal  expence.  A  full 
account  of  the  fuccefs  was  then  printing,  and  probably  is  now  publifhed  at  Paris.

The  above  four  cafes,  particularly  the  fecond  and  laff,  are  ft r iking  proofs 
that  the  celebrated  waters  of  Aix,  even  when  ufed  with  every  advantage,  are, 
like  all  things  fublunary,  far  from  being  infallible. 

On  my  arrival  in  Germany,  at  Aix-la-Chapelle,  I  took  up  my  refidence 
at  the  Emperor’s  Baths,  becaule  in  that  houfe  is  the  great  source  of  thefe 
famous  Mineral  Waters,  and  becaufe  there  I  could  make  the  experiments  to  the 
bell  advantage.

remains  in  thofe  countries.  Every  individual  of  the  multitudes  of  Nobility,  Gen¬ 
try,  and  others,  who  from  almofl:  every  nation  on  earth,  go  yearly  to  Aix-la- 
Chapelle  and  Spa,  for  health  or  amufement,  know  the  truth  of  the  above,  and 
that  her  Ladftiip  and  Family,  have  the  love  and  benedidion  of  the  inhabitants 
of  thofe  countries  in  a  heartier  and  higher  degree,  than  any  fovereign  prince 
or  perfonage,  without  exception,  that  ever  honoured  thofe  places  with  their 
prefence. 

As  many  of  the  princes,  and  moll  noble  perfonages  of  every  nation  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  who  were  at  Spa  laid  feafon,  honoured  me  frequently  with  their  prefence 
to  infped  my  curious  Apparatus,  and  to  fee  the  variety  of  important  operations 
that  were  daily  going  on,  it  naturally  drew  crowds  of  difeafed  poor  people 
about  my  houfe.

Had  it  been  neceflary,  a  dill  greater  number  of 
illuftrious  perfons  might  eafily,  I  prefume,  have  been  found  to  certify  the  fol¬

Madame  la  Marefchale  Du  Muy,  did  me  the  honour  of  being  prefent,  with 
Lady  Spencer,  at  feveral  operations  ;  blit  Madame  la  Marefchale  had  left  Spa 
before  the  annexed  certificate  was  figned. 

ANNA  MARIE  LOUDEMANT,  an  inhabitant  of  Vauxh all -Street,  Spa, 
far  advanced  in  life,  of  a  bad  habit  of  body,  and  in  the  middle  of  July  when 
the  weather  was  intenfely  hot,  had  the  misfortune  to  have  her  left  arm  and 
hand  moll  miferably  bruifed  and  cut,  by  the  fall  of  a  large  and  heavy  trap  door 
upon  them.  Notwithflanding  the  bed  offices  of  the  Faculty  who  attended  her, 
a  gangrene  came  on  in  about  a  week  after  the  accident,  which  threatened  to 
put  a  fpeedy  end  to  her  life.  Lady  Spencer  and  the  Marquis  de  Serent,  being 
applied  to,  (as  is  ufual  in  mod  unfortunate  cafes  at  Spa,  on  account  of  their 
great  humanity,  and  charitable  benevolences)  dedred  the  woman’s  hulband  or 
daughter  to  requell  my  attendance.  I  went  immediately  to  her  houfe  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  good  Marquis,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Boyce.  We  found  her 
hand  and  arm,  even  above  the  elbow,  fwelled  to  the  mod  frightful  degree, 
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with  large  blue,  purple,  and  black  blotches,  and  every  mark  of  a  mortification 
far  advanced.  The  back  of  her  hand  was  cut  quite  acrofs  and  the  tendons 
and  bones  were  quite  bare.  There  was  too  a  finous  ulcer  Which  run  up  between 
the  bones  of  her  arm,  which  when  preffed  downward  with  the  fingers  would 
difcharge  half  a  tea- cupful  of  fics  tid  bloody  ichor  at  onetime.  The  poor  wo¬ 
man  fainted  often  through  weaknefs  and  fufferings,  and  had,  as  it  were,  the  hand 
of  death  on  her  mild,  reverend,  and  once  beauteous  countenance. 

By  the  proper  ufe  of  eleCtric  aether,  and  inwardly  and  outwardly  an 
aetherial  balfamic  milk  of  the  Peruvian  bark,  by  dreiling  frequently  the  large 
ulcer  on  her  hand,  and  injecting  the  finous  with  equal  parts  of  native  balfam 
of  copaibas,  honey,  and  ftrong  traumatic  balfam,  well  beaten  together,  and 
ufed  very  warm  ;  and  by  the  plentiful  ufe  of  nourifhing  foups  and  generous  wine, 
fent  by  Lord  Spencer ;  by  vegetable  jellies  and  juices  given  every  eight  hours  as 
lavement  ;  by  a  flream  of  frefh  air  through  her  room  by  day,  and  by  diddling 
camphorated  vinegar  in  her  chamber  in  the  night,  the  gangrene  was  flopt, — 
the  fwelling  intirely  reduced,*— the  ulcers  healed, — the  ufe  of  her  hand  and  arm 
recovered,— and  her  health  and  fpirits  edablifhed — in  the  fhort  fpace  of  three 
weeks.  The  Marquis,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Boyce,  had  the  goodnefs  to  call 
feveral  times  at  the  woman’s  houfe,  to  mark  the  progrefs  of  this  unexpected 
cure.  Mrs.  Londemant’s  joy  and  gratitude  made  her  wait  in  perfon  on  Lady 
Spencer  and  the  Marquis  to  thank  them,  at  the  end  of  a  fortnight  or  little 
more  from  the  time  I  firlt  faw  her,  and  even  then  her  arm  and  hand  were  quite 
well,  there  remaining  only  about  the  fize  of  a  fmall  fealing  wafer  on  the  back 
of  her  hand,  which  though  perfectly  filled  up,  was  not  fkinned  over.

Acrid,  putrid  matter,  and 
bloody  gore  was  flowing  conftantly  from  his  mouth  and  noftrils,  and  the  putrid 
ftenchwas  fo  intolerable  and  dangerous,  that  I  would  not  fuffer  her  ladyfhip  to 
remain  a  moment  in  the  room  ;  but  (landing  in  the  open  air,  with  effence  on 
her  handkerchief,  {he  furveved  the  (hocking  fpe&acle.  I  told  her  ladyfhip  that 
the  probability  of  faving  his  life  was  fo  little,  and  the  expences  of  a  proper 
trial  would  be  fo  great,  that  I  thought  it  beft  to  let  the  poor  creature  die  un- 
diflurbed  ; — and  that  friCtions  for  feveral  hours  every  day  in  a  bath  of  chamo¬ 
mile 
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mile  flowers,  half  a  dozen  pounds  of  powdered  Peruvian  bark,  and  half  a  dozen 
gallons  of  claret  wine,  would  be  the  leaft  part  of  the  expence.  Her  Ladyfhip, 
however,  told  me  that  fhe  did  not  regard  the  expence  provided  the  boy  could 
be  cured.  As  (lie  feeme’d  much  affected  and  anxious  for  the  child’s  recovery,  I 
defired  he  might  be  fent  to  my  own  houfe,  where  I  would  do  every  thing  in  my 
power  for  him.  At  the  end  of  ten  days  or  a  fortnight,  he  was  fo  well  recovered 
in  every  refpedf,  that  his  knee  being  now  quite  flraight,  he  had  thrown  away  his 
crutch,  and  could  walk,  and  even  run  as  well  as  we  could  wifh  :  and  at  the 
time  the  noble  family  left  Spa,  which  was  in  about  two  weeks  after  that,  his 
health  and  fpirits  were  perfectly  eftablifhed,  his  knee  ftraig'nt  and  free  from 
pain  and  fwelling,  and  the  large  horrid  ulcer  contra&ed  into  the  fize  of  half  a- 
crown,  clean,  and  ready  to  heal  up  intirely. 

The  WIFE  of  CHRISTIAN  PHAIRIS  of  Vervier,  near  Spa,  who  had  been- 
conflantly  afflidted  for  fifteen  months  with  a  protufion  or  defcent  of  the  matrix, 
to  a  fize  incredibly  monftrous,  was  ordered  into  my  houfe,  and  had  the  good 
fortune  to  be  firmly  cured  and  freed  from  every  complaint  or  inconveniency 
whatever. 

The  WIFE  of  an  inhabitant  at  Spa  was  alfo  cured  of  a  fimilar  complaint;  of 
which  Lady  Spencer  was  likewife  certified  by  t li<?  woman  herfelf  in  perfon.

JEAN  JAQUES  NIEUFORGE,  a  Joiner  at  Sounier,  three  leagues  from  Spa,, 
was  for  more  than  two  years  feverely  afflidled  with  a  rheumatic  complaint  in  his 
left  leg,  thigh,  and  hip.
